Palin Sees Tea Party Revolution 



Ex-governor exhorts 
members of coalition 
in raucous pep talk 

Nashville, Tenn. 

Sarah Palin, in a speech that was 
short on ideas but big on enthusi- 
asm, took aim at President Obama 
and the Democrats, telling a gath- 
ering of “tea party” activists that 
America is ripe for another rev- 
olution. 

Noting Obama’s party’s dismal 
showing in elections since Obama 
moved into the White House a year 
ago with talk of hope and promises 
of change, Palin asked the gather- 
ing: “How’s that hope-y, change-y 
stuff workin’ out for you?” 

Her audience waved flags and 
erupted in cheers during multiple 
standing ovations as the 2008 GOP 
vice presidential nominee gave the 
keynote address Saturday at the 
first national convention of the “tea 
party” coalition. It’s an anti-estab- 
lishment, grassroots network moti- 
vated by anger over the growth of 
government, budget-busting spend- 
ing and Obama’s policies. 


Palin’s 45-minute talk was 
filled with her trademark folksy 
jokes, and amounted to a pep talk 
for the coalition and promotion of 
its principles. 

The speech also was rife with 
criticism of Obama and the Dem- 
ocrats who control Congress, but 
delivered with a light touch. Aside 
from broad conservative principles 
such as lower taxes and a strong

national defense, the speech was 
short on Palin’s own policy ideas. 

Catering to her crowd, Palin 
talked of limited government, strict 
adherence to the Constitution, and 
the “God-given right” of freedom.

At least five workers 
killed after explosion 
at electricity facility 

Middletown, Conn. 

An explosion blew apart a power 
plant under construction as work- 
ers purged natural gas lines Sun- 
day, killing at least five people 
and injuring 12 in a blast that 
shook homes for miles, the may- 
or’s office said. 

Fifty construction workers were 
in the section of the power plant 
where the explosion happened at 
11:17 a.m., said A1 Santostefano, 
the deputy fire marshal in Mid- 
dletown, about 20 miles south of 
Hartford. He said he did not know 
what caused the explosion. 

Hospitals that were treating the 
wounded said late Sunday after- 
noon that they weren’t expecting 
more patients. Dogs were search- 
ing for victims in the rubble. 

“They are taking the building 
apart piece by piece now; the part 
that collapsed and came in, they 
are taking that apart in sections 


piece by piece, very carefully,” San- 
tostefano said. 

The 620-megawatt plant was 
being built to produce energy pri- 
marily using natural gas. Santoste- 
fano said workers for the construc- 
tion company, O&G Industries, 
were purging the gas lines, a pro- 
cedure he called a “blow- down,” 
when the explosion occurred. 

Lynn Hawley, 54, of Hartland, 
Conn., said her son, Brian Haw- 
ley, 36, is a pipefitter at the plant. 
He called her from his cell phone 


Sunday to say he was being rushed 
to Middlesex Hospital. 

“He really couldn’t say what 
happened to him,” she said. “He 
was in a lot of pain, and they got 
him into surgery as quickly as 
possible.” 

Kleen Energy Systems LLC 
began construction on the power 
plant in February 2008. It had 
signed a capacity deal with Con- 
necticut Light and Power for the 
electricity produced by the plant.

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A New Marvel Out West 



Bridge that spans 
the Hoover Dam will 
likely open this fall 

Boulder City, Nev. 

Less than a mile downstream from 
one of the nation’s best-known 
engineering marvels, the Hoover 
Dam, a second wonder is taking 
shape. 

A soaring 1,900-foot span across 
the gorge created by the Colorado 
River on the Arizona-Nevada bor- 
der should be completed this fall, 
eliminating much of a sometimes 
hour-long bottleneck as traffic 
creeps over the dam on the route 
between Phoenix and Las Vegas. 

When it is scheduled to open 
in November, motorists will cross 
the longest bridge of its kind in the 
Western Hemisphere, with towering 
concrete columns that rise above a 
twin rib arch beneath them. 

“It’s pretty spectacular,” said 
Sidney Spears, a 68-year-old retired 
truck driver from South Dakota, 
sitting at the dam and admiring 
the bridge 1,500 feet away. “This 


day and age, they are only limited 
by their imagination.” 

Construction began on the 
$240 million project nearly five 
years ago and has caught the eyes 
of many, like Spears, who have driv- 
en over the dam for decades. 

Visitors to the dam will be able 
to see the bridge, but the sheer 
height of the bridge — 900 feet 
above the river — won’t allow 
motorists traveling across the span 
to see the dam. A walkway on the 


north side of the bridge will give 
pedestrians a view of both. 

The bridge had been project- 
ed to open in late 2007, but work 
was suspended at least twice when 
two 280-foot-tall steel construc- 
tion cranes collapsed amid high 
winds in 2006 and a worker died 
in 2008. Nevada’s workplace safe- 
ty agency investigated the death 
but determined it was an accident 
and the contractor wasn’t cited.

Iran Defies West on Enrichment

Ahmadinejad orders 
further refinement 
of country’s uranium 

Tehran, Iran 

Iran’s president on Sunday ordered 
his atomic agency to significant- 
ly enrich the country’s stockpile of 
uranium, angering Western nations 
that want the Islamic republic to 
halt its nuclear program. 

Mahmoud Ahmadinejad main- 
tained, however, that Iran was also 
still willing to follow a U.N. plan to 
export its uranium abroad for fur- 
ther enrichment. Refining uranium 
produces nuclear fuel for a power 
plant, but if carried out far enough, 
it can create material for a weapon. 

The mixed messages from Teh- 
ran have infuriated the U.S. and 
its European allies, who claim Iran 
is only stalling for time as it tries 
to build a nuclear weapon. U.S. 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
called for the international com- 
munity to pressure Iran into aban- 
doning its nuclear program. 

German Defense Minister 
Karl-Theodor zu Guttenberg said: 
“Today’s statement shows that 
farce is being played out just like 
we have seen in the past, that the 
outstretched hand of the interna- 
tional community has not only not 
been taken but pushed back.” 


The U.N.’s nuclear watchdog has 
been working on a compromise to 
defuse international tensions over 


Iran’s nuclear program. In Octo- 
ber, the U.N. proposed that Tehran 
export its low-enriched uranium to 


Russia and France, which would 
return it a year later as enriched 
fuel rods that could be used to 
power Iran’s research reactor but 
couldn’t be further refined to make 
weapons-grade material. 

By announcing that Iran 
would enrich the fuel on its own, 
Ahmadinejad appeared to reject the 
U.N. International Atomic Energy 
Agency’s deal, even though he had 
seemed to endorse it just days ear- 
lier.

Iran Holds 7 
From Radio 
Station as 
U.S. Spies 

Tehran, Iran 

Iran has arrested seven people 
linked to a U.S.-funded Farsi-lan- 
guage radio station for alleged- 
ly fomenting unrest, and accused 
some of the suspects of working 
for American spy agencies, Iranian 
state media reported Sunday. 

The official IRNA news agen- 
cy and Iran’s state radio both cited 
an Intelligence Ministry statement 
saying the suspects played a role in 
violent anti-government demon- 
strations in Tehran on Dec. 27. On 
that day, at least eight people were 
killed, and hundreds were arrested 
during clashes between opposition 
supporters and security forces. 

The violence was the worst since 
authorities launched a harsh crack- 
down after Iran’s disputed presiden- 
tial election in June. 

IRNA quoted the ministry state- 
ment as saying “some of them have 
been officially hired by the U.S. 
intelligence agencies.” State radio 
said the suspects were trained out- 
side Iran in sabotage, disturbing 
public order, spreading rumors 
and overthrowing a government 
by soft means, (ap)

Ukraine Exit Poll: 
Yanukovych Wins 


Victory would signal 
a shift from recent 
pro-West leadership 

Kiev, Ukraine 

An exit poll predicted Sunday that 
opposition leader Viktor Yanuk- 
ovych has been elected Ukraine’s 
next president, with voters appar- 
ently favoring a leader who will 
steer the country away from the 
pro-Western course set by the 2004 
Orange Revolution. 

The National Election Poll 
expected the Russia-leaning Yanu- 
kovych to finish first in Sunday’s 
runoff ballot, capturing 48.7 per- 
cent of the vote to 45.5 percent for 
Prime Minister Yulia Tymoshenko, 
with other voters mostly choosing 
“Against all.”

Yanukovych supporters have been 
camped out in front of the Central 
Election Commission headquarters 
in Kiev in an apparent effort to pre- 
vent Tymoshenko supporters from 
blockading the building. 

Yanukovych has pledged to 
restore order and says he will try 
to balance ties to East and West. 
But he represents the hopes of 
many in eastern Ukraine, who 
feel they have been relegated to 
second-class status by their coun- 
trymen in western Ukraine, (ap). 


Man Buried in Avalanche Survives 


Evolene, Switzerland 

A young skier was buried beneath 
an avalanche for 17 hours before 
being pulled from the snow with 
only mild hypothermia, Swiss 
police said Sunday. 

The 21-year-old man appeared 
to have survived because he was 
trapped next to a pocket of air 


that allowed him to breathe even 
though he was unable to free him- 
self from the crushing weight of the 
snow, police in the southern can- 
ton of Valais said. 

“I’ve never heard of such a case 
before,” said police spokesman Jean- 
Marie Bornet. “It’s already very dif- 
ficult to survive more than 45 min-

Personal Finance 

One engagement ring costs $1,000. 
Another is $10,000. You may won- 
der why there’s an extra zero if you 
can’t tell them apart. 

For anyone mulling the big ques- 
tion on Valentine’s Day, the cost of 
the ring can weigh just as heavily 
as the commitment. The romance 
can make it hard to ask blunt ques- 
tions about whether you’re get- 
ting a good deal. But failing to do 
so could mean paying more than 
necessary. 

So, don’t buy into the idea that 
price shouldn’t matter. Here’s what 
you should know. 

Carat Size 

Diamond prices jump substantially 
with size, so a one-carat diamond 
won’t be merely double the price 
of a half-carat. If you can’t afford a 
one-carat ring but fear a half-carat 
is too small, try playing with the 


design. A ring with three smaller 
stones will cost thousands less. 

Clarity and Color 

A diamond’s clarity doesn’t refer 
to how clear it is, but to the stone’s 
natural characteristics such as 
stress fractures and other blem- 
ishes. These marks often are only 
visible when magnified. So, even if 
a diamond is graded as “flawless,” 


you may not be able to differentiate 
it from diamonds with lower clari- 
ty grades. There will be a huge dif- 
ference in price, though. 

Prices also climb for diamonds 
that are clearer, or have less color 
or tint. Color grades range from D 
to Z. Grades D, E and F are con- 
sidered colorless; G, H, I and J 
are near colorless; K, L and M are 
slightly tinted. Anything below an 


Cut and Shape 

The cut grade is based on the dia- 
mond’s S3mimetry, proportions and 
polish. The cut can have perhaps 
the biggest impact on the sparkle. 
The Gemological Institute of Amer- 
ica ranks cuts as excellent, very 
good, good, fair and poor. 

If you want the best cut pos- 
sible, you may be willing to com- 
promise on the diamond’s shape. 
Go with an oval or pear shape, 
and you can lower prices by about 
15 percent. 

Certification and Stores 

Most diamonds larger than a half- 
carat will be accompanied by a 
grading report, usually from the 
GIA or the American Gem Soci- 
ety Laboratories. If the jeweler 
can’t provide a report, proceed 
with caution. 

“The certification allows you 
to look under the hood of the dia- 
mond,” said John Baird, a spokes- 
man for Blue Nile, an online dia- 
mond retailer, can dice choi (ap)

D.C.’s Big Dig 
Is Slow Going 


A region paralyzed 
by snowfall of historic 
proportions could be 
at a standstill for days 

Washington 

Residents of the U.S. capital and mid-Atlan- 
tic states began digging out through piles 
of wet, heavy snow in below-freezing tem- 
peratures Sunday, while work crews tried 
to restore electricity to hundreds of thou- 
sands of homes and clear streets for the 
Monday commute. 

The National Weather Service called the 
weekend storm “historic,” as the blizzard 
dumped more than 2 feet of heavy snow on 
the area, toppling trees and reducing many 
streets to pedestrian pathways. Almost 
218,000 homes and business were without 
power at the outages’ peak. 

Many roads reopened, but officials contin- 
ued to warn residents that highways could be 
icy and treacherous. The snow snapped tree 
limbs onto power lines, and several roofs col- 
lapsed under the weight. In Washington, city 
officials said it was unclear whether the roads 
would be clear enough for workers to get in 
on Monday. The Federal government said it 
would be closed to start the week. 

Some people without electricity worried 
whether the power would return in time for 
Sunday night’s Super Bowl — though it was 
an afterthought for others. 

Julia Nickles-Bryan and her husband, 
Charles Bryan, were more focused on keep- 
ing their twin 7-year-old daughters warm 
inside their College Park home — where the 


thermostat read 47 degrees Fahrenheit. They 
had to make due with a gas stove, gas water 
heater and a fire in the fireplace. “We’re basi- 
cally camping,” Nickles-Bryan said. Asked 
if she liked camping, she said, “No.” 

So much snow fell, nonstop, that even 
plows occasionally became stuck and crews 
ran out of places to push piles from roads they 
cleared again and again. District transporta- 
tion officials warned of huge snowbanks at 
intersections, which they said would interfere 
with motorists’ sight lines for days to come. 

The snow gave the capital a surreal, almost 
magical feel. At the Vietnam Veterans Memo- 
rial, soldiers’ names were buried 16 rows

deep. The wreaths of the National World War 
II Memorial looked like giant white-frosted 
doughnuts. The big attraction at the Lincoln 
Memorial was not the nation’s l6th president, 
but rather a snowman with eyes of copper 
pennies bearing Lincoln’s likeness. 

Many people needed superlatives to 
describe the storm. “As much snow as any 
one of us have seen in our lifetime,” District 
Mayor Adrian M. Fenty said. 

President Obama called it “Snowmaged- 
don.” Even his motorcade fell victim to the 
storm as a tree limb crashed onto a vehicle 
carrying press. No one was injured. 

Or as 41-year Rockville resident Joan 
Mancuso put it: “This is the worst.”

School Year 
May Extend 
To Summer 
Due to Snow 


Washington 

Almost all Washington-area school 
systems are expected to stay closed 
Monday, and with another snow wal- 
lop threatening to arrive Tuesday, it’s 
not clear when they’ll reopen. 

Most had already used the extra 
time built into their schedules for 
snow days even before this storm 
hit, meaning many school years will 
extend into the summer. 

“Unfortunately, you can’t control 
Mother Nature,” said Dana Tofig, a 
spokesman for Montgomery County 
public schools, which will remain shut 
Monday and Tuesday. The coming clo- 
sures will be the fifth and sixth snow 
days of the school year, sending the 
county over its limit and cutting into 
summer vacation by two days.

up for sale. “It was something we 
had always talked about doing,” 
Dan Kahoe says, admitting the 
opportunity arose earlier than 
either would have planned. “We 
both love the business and we 
love each other, so why wouldn’t 
it work?” Anna Kahoe adds. “It 
never dawned on us that we were 
embarking on what others think 
is dangerous territory.” 

Mom-and-pop merchants for 
the new millennium, the Kahoes 
are fueled by their shared enthu- 
siasm for home furnishings and 
interior design — and an intuition 
for what they describe as “calcu- 
lated risk-taking.” 

Such common ambitions and 
instincts are crucial to working 
with your significant other, says 
Alicia Fortinberry, a national lead- 
ership and psychology expert, and 
co-founder of Fortinberry Murray 
(Fortinberrymurrayconsulting 
.com), a consulting firm that 
helps business colleagues build 
strong relationships. She and her 
husband have also authored two 
books together: “Creating Opti- 
mism” and “Raising an Optimistic 
Child.” “If you share a passion and 
a purpose, then you can weather 
the stormy scenes of a business,” 
Fortinberry says. 

Husband-and-wife team Kha- 
lid Pitts, 42, and Diane Gross, 40, 
the restaurateurs behind 14th 
Street’s Cork Wine Bar and Mar- 
ket (Corkdc.com), tell a similar tale. 
Disillusioned by the results of the 
2004 presidential election, the two

“Having someone there to sup-

plaining. “It doesn’t feel like work,” 
he says, although he admits the 
kitchen can get tense during din- 
ner service.

For Bailey and Macisaac, joint 
professional lives are a fundamen- 
tal ingredient to their rapport, con- 
sidering they met and began dating 
a few years ago while working at a 
New York City restaurant. The cou- 
ple landed in D.C. late this sum- 


mer after Bailey was approached 
to be head chef at soon-to-open 
Birch and Barley.

Q&A 


Do women need 
to act like men 

MALE to succeed in the 

‘ ‘ business world? 

Not necessarily, 
but they do need 
to understand 
how men think, 
says author Shaunti Feldhahn, 
After seven years of research and 
interviews with more than 3,000 
men, she reveals what goes on 



inside their brains in “The Male 
Factor: The Unwritten Rules, 
Misperceptions, and Secret 
Beliefs of Men in the Workplace” 
($22.99, Broadway Business). We 
spoke with her to learn how men 
expect the working world to oper- 
ate and why they freak out when 
women cry. 

Why do women need to know 
these rules and beliefs of men? 

Understanding how men think and 
their unwritten expectations and 
perceptions is exactly like what 
you would do if you’re trying to 
do business in a foreign culture. 
When you’re doing business with 
the Japanese, they expect things 



to be done a certain way. It doesn’t 
mean you have to do it that way, 
but it does mean it’s in your best 
interest to know what their expec- 
tations are and to know how what 
you’re doing is being perceived. 
What is dangerous is not knowing. 
Men have these expectations; they 
have internal perceptions. Women 
can use this new knowledge to be 
more effective, and they can actu- 
ally remove obstacles that may 
have been standing in their way 
without their knowing it. 

What was the most surprising 
thing you learned? 

I only put things in the book that 
were surprising. The whole book. 


all of these things, were things that 
made me say, “Oh, man, I didn’t 
know that.” Some women prob- 
ably already do; maybe they’re 
more astute than I was. 

Why do men have such trouble 
with displays of emotion? 

We all know that men are pretty 
uncomfortable with emotion in the 
workplace and in general. What 
I had not realized was what they 
think about emotion when they 
see it and what they see as emo- 
tion in the first place. It’s not just 
crying or fighting back tears; it’s 
all these other [things, like get- 
ting upset or defensive]. To me, a 
surprising fact was that, because 
of the difference in the way men’s 
brains and women’s brains are 
wired, men can’t be feeling a strong

feeling and be thinking at the same 
time. Women can. For men, if they 
feel emotion rising up, they have 
to shut it down in order to think 
clearly. So, if they see you exhib- 
iting emotion, they assume you’re 
not thinking clearly, either. 

Many men feel that their work life 
adheres to different standards 
than their personal life. How 
can this impact their female col- 
leagues? 

We’ve all heard men say that 


phrase, “It’s not personal; it’s just 
business.” Men mean something 
different by it than what women 
mean, and it’s really critical for us 
to know it. Think of it as men view- 
ing almost two different worlds, 
two different planets, and never 
the two should meet. Men think 
we shouldn’t even have the same 
feelings in each world, because 
the two worlds function so dif- 
ferently. That’s because of the way 
men’s brains are wired, because of 
the way they can naturally com- 
partmentalize things. So, there’s 
this sort of odd sense of discom- 
fort if they see people mixing the 


two worlds and the rules of the 
two worlds. 

What do women need to know 
about men’s underlying sensitiv- 
ity? 

This answered the question of 
why we’ve all seen that double 
standard, where strong men are 
viewed as assertive, and strong 
women are viewed as difficult, to 
put it politely. That dynamic stems 
from something most of us don’t 
even know is going on. Underneath 
the surface, most men, no matter 
how much confidence they proj- 
ect, have underlying insecurity

and vulnerability. They’re always 
asking the question, “Do I have 
any idea what I’m doing?” 

How should women address all 


of this while still, as your book 
advises, being confident in who 
they are? 

One guy [I interviewed] really 
helped me understand it well. He 
basically said, if you go to France, 
they’re not going to understand you 
if you just speak louder in English. 
You have to speak French, but you 
don’t have to be a different person. 
It’s about recognizing the language 
and speaking the language in a way 
they can hear it.

In the Boost Biz 


A new coffee shop 
gives its ’hood and 
customers a jolt 

Entrepreneur 

The test for whether Anthony 
Wright would be a regular at Big 
Chair Coffee n’ Grill was whether 
his steak sandwich could stand on 
its own sans mambo sauce. 

Twenty minutes after order- 
ing, his plate sat before him at 
the bar, sans any trace of the hot 
sandwich or one piece of a french 
fry, mambo sauce long forgotten, 
A satisfied customer, 

Wright, 47, an abandoned-ve- 
hicle investigator who works in 
Ward 7, is one of many custom- 
ers who had heard the buzz about 
the coffee shop since the summer. 
He’s just as happy to see the busi- 
ness open on Martin Luther King 
Avenue in Southeast Washington, 
an area that has struggled with 
development, as he is that the cof- 
fee shop is named for the Anacostia 
landmark across the street. 

Although several businesses 
are closing and other projects in

Southeast have stalled because of 
the lagging economy, the shop not 
only opened but did so in an area 
that’s been avoided because of a 
reputation for being unsafe. 

After decades of working two 
and three jobs as a registered nurse 
and raising five kids, Ayehubizu 
Yimenu decided to do her part to 
change the business presence in 
the area. She scaled back to one 
nursing job and opened the cof- 
fee shop and eatery, 

Yimenu was first inspired to 
open Big Chair Coffee while work- 
ing as a nurse at Birney Elementary 


School, a few blocks up the street. 
“When I would go on my break, I 
realized there was nowhere in this 
community to get a cup of coffee,” 
she said. “I wanted to make history 
by opening the first coffee shop in 
Anacostia.” 

Yimenu started paying rent on 
the space, which formerly housed 
a plumbing store, nearly two years 
ago. “The house was totally aban- 
doned and falling apart. It took 
me a lot of money to even clean it 
up,” she said. 

Persistence paid off. Yimenu 
won a La Marzocco espresso 
machine, which used to be at the 
Murky Coffee in Clarendon, at a 
tax auction and some good accom- 
panying luck from the beloved cof- 
fee bar, which closed last year. 

Residents are very enthusi- 
astic, said Cheryl Jenifer, 59, an 
educational consultant who lives 
around the corner, 

“The atmosphere is very cozy, 
I was a principal in this area for 
over 20 years, so I’ve worked and 
lived right here. Something like 
this makes you feel like you don’t 
have to venture so far,” she said.

Tech, Savvy 


A woman turns her 
love of animals into 
a thriving vet clinic 

Health Care 

If you love animals, you may adopt 
a pet. If you love animals and want 
to work in medicine but not put 
years into veterinary school, you 
may become a vet tech, 

Cheryl Collins did — 
eventually. First, the Lou- 
doun County resident 
finished high school 
while working for the 
American Newspaper 
Publishers Association in 
Reston, She moved from the 
reception desk to human resources 
then to the legal department until 
the second of her three children 
was born. 

Once the last was in school full 
time, Collins considered her own 
education. Eight years of veteri- 
nary training? No, thanks — but 
as a client of Leesburg Veterinary 
Hospital, shed always noticed the 
techs. At their suggestion, she 
drove to Northern Virginia Com- 
munity College’s Loudoun campus, 
where she’d taken a few classes, to 
ask about enrolling. 

Nova’s veterinary-technology 
program (search Nvcc.edu for 
“veterinary technology”; 703- 
450-2525) lets students complete 


an associate’s degree, including 
general college courses. Students 
typically start in the fall, go year- 
round and finish the subsequent 
spring. Though the vet-tech studies 
can’t be spread out, students can 
take general studies first, as Col- 
lins did, then take only vet courses 
over those five semesters. “That 
cuts down on the credit load sig- 
nificantly,” says program head Dr, 
Leslie Sinn, 

As a three-year alterna- 
tive, students can take 
courses online if they 
are working 20 hours 
a week at a veterinary 
hospital and a veterinar- 
ian serves as their clinic 
mentor. Online students 
come to campus two or three times 
a semester for intensive training 
or evaluation. In either case, the 
69 -credit vet-tech program costs 
$112,45 per credit for Virginia 
residents and $297-20 for non- 
residents. To become licensed, 
graduates must pass a national 
exam and pay $300. 

“All our students are hired 
before they graduate,” Sinn says, 
and the degree is highly portable. 
Besides general practice, grads 
work in specialty practice (oncol- 
ogy, critical care, cardiology, etc.), 
wildlife conservation, zoos, aquari- 
ums, hospital management, anes- 
thesia, medical technology, animal

nutrition, pet insurance, research 
and government work. Some own 
practices or other animal-related 
businesses such as puppy daycare 
or pet-sitting. Even vet practices 
vary among small animals, hors- 
es, exotics and commercial live- 
stock, Starting salaries average 
more than $15 an hour locally, 
Sinn says; techs with management 
responsibility or further training 
can earn more. 

Collins sometimes had a hard 
time balancing family and school- 
work, But “I’m very determined,” 
she says. “I’d get a good night’s 
sleep and go back at it.” Her deter- 
mination was rewarded with a Phi 
Beta Kappa award for outstand- 
ing achievement. 

She took a job at her vet’s prac- 
tice after graduation in 1997- “I’d 
found my niche,” she says — more 
so as she started specializing in 
surgical assistance. A tech can do 
eveiything a vet does, Collins says, 
except surgery, physical exams and 
final diagnoses: lab work, pre- 
op and post- op care, anesthesia, 
dental work, vaccines, nail trims, 
ultrasounds, radiology, supply man- 
agement and patient interaction 
(human and otherwise). 

Collins was friendly with a vet- 
erinarian there. Dr, Lauri Fauss, 
who asked one day at a conference, 
“What would you think of starting 
your own clinic?” 

At first, Collins thought she was 
joking, Fauss said she’d considered 


going into business with another 
vet but realized that Collins had 
skills in personnel and office man- 
agement that would combine well 
with her own. The two quickly 
signed a seven-year lease on space 
in Gainesville, Va., got loans and 
permits, started renovations and 
contacted vendors. 

Fauss and Collins opened 
Stonewall Veterinary Clinic in 
2003 with a part-time recep- 
tionist. Collins scrubbed floors, 
Fauss cleaned toilets, and every- 
one ran for the phone the few 
times it rang. The area and the 
practice grew together, though, 
and Stonewall now has more than 
4,000 clients. 

As she hired more people — 
Stonewall employs 23, including 
five vets and four techs — Collins 
has cut her own tech work down to 
20 to 30 percent to handle sched- 
uling, hiring, and mentoring of 
techs and interns. “I’ve come along 
way,” Collins acknowledges. 

That goes for the clinic, too. 
There was no paycheck for months 
at first, but in starting a practice, 
“the opportunity is definitely there 
to double or triple a tech’s nor- 
mal salary,” she says. The women 
have been conservative, which has 
helped the clinic thrive in a poor 
economy. 

As, of course, has the pair’s 
obvious love for their furry 
patients. “This is why we do this,” 
Collins says, stroking a Shih Tzu 
with a smile. “Keeping these guys 
happy and healthy is the best part 
of any tech’s day.” ellen ryan

Crafts 

Neon lights can be a whole 
lot more than liquor- 
store window dressing, 
and neon sculptor Craig 
Kraft can teach you 
how to turn the glow- 
ing element into works 
of art. Kraft — whose piec- 
es can be found outside jazz club 
HR-57 and in an outdoor shopping 
plaza in downtown Silver Spring 
— teaches Neon Workshop, a hid- 
den gem among D.C.’s art class- 
es that’s been quietly held twice a 
year since 1989. 

The Basics: 

Neon Workshop is a weekend course 
introducing neon-light sculpture 
to budding artists, science buffs 
or “people who just love light as 
an art form,” Kraft says. First, he 
gives students a historical tour of 
neon as art. Then comes info on 
safety and science — and final- 
ly, the piece de resistance: a neon 
sculpture. “Most people make an 


interesting shape across a wall, or 
they integrate it with wood or fab- 
ric,” Kraft says. 

What You’ll Learn: 

Kraft shows students how to mold 
a glass tube and fill it with gas, 
resulting in a glowing medi- 
um that can be molded at 
will. Once students fin- 
ish their glass shapes, 
it’s time to add pure 
gas — usually argon or 
neon — for color. What 
gives the neon its hue? It’s 
all about the coating inside the 
glass tube, which holds an ele- 
ment called phosphor. “When the 
gas is excited by the high voltage, 
the electrons jump off a level and 
fall down, giving off a color that 
combines with the phosphor coat- 
ing,” Kraft says. 

What’s the Deal? 

While this year’s first workshop 
has already started, check out Craig 
kraftstudio.com for the next oppor- 
tunity. The class can accommo- 
date five students, costs $400 per 
person and is held over a Satur- 
day and Sunday from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. at Kraft’s studio in Shaw.

When it conies to infectious elec- 
tro-pop singles over the past few 
years, virtually no one has done it 
better than London’s Hot Chip. 

The five-piece band, helmed 
by vocalists Alexis Taylor and Joe 
Goddard, was a promising but 
goofy indie-dance act at the start 
of the 2000s. Then, in 2005, Hot 
Chip linked up with the influen- 
tial DFA Records and since then 
have been responsible for a stel- 
lar run of tracks — giddy, mixed- 
genre earworms such as “Over and 
Over” and “Boy From School” from 
2006’s “The Warning” album. 

Hot Chip’s 2008 LP, “Made in the 
Dark,” was an overstuffed grower 
of a record that featured the band’s 
most successful song to date, “Ready 
for the Floor,” which eventually hit 
No. 6 on the U.K. singles chart. But 
by that point, critics and fans began 
to wonder whether Hot Chip was 
merely a singles band. 

The group’s newest record, 
“One Life Stand,” should quell 
any doubts. Where the band was 
twitchy and scattered before, here 
it’s grown-up and focused, explor- 
ing themes such as marital love, 
friendship and devotion with the 
same knack for melody and catch- 
iness it’s shown in the past.

“One Life Stand” alternates 
between upbeat, dancefloor-ready 
numbers and somber, romantic 
ballads.

Known for her belief in reincarna- 
tion, “Valentine’s Day” (opening 
Friday) actress Shirley MacLaine 
had no problem filming a humor- 
ous scene in a cemetery surround- 
ed by dozens of extras, both dead 
and alive. 

“Of course, to me, all the people 
in the graves were watching what 
we were doing, too, because nobody 
ever dies,” the spry 75-year-old says 
with a twinkle in her eye. 

MacLaine, who’s appeared in 
more than 50 films in six decades, 
is part of an all-star ensemble in the 
comedy from veteran filmmaker 
Garry Marshall (“Pretty Woman,” 
“Runaway Bride”). 

Hollywood Forever Cemetery, 
the Los Angeles landmark where 
the scene was shot, serves as the 
final resting place for many film 
luminaries. In an only-in-Holly- 
wood tradition, old movies are 
actually screened in the graveyard 
to paying audiences who bring pic- 
nic baskets and blankets. So, Mar- 
shall decided to incorporate this 
strange event into his multiple- 
story line comedy.
